WHAT RIGHTS HAVE WE ON 
| OUR OWN SOIL? 


Whether Japanese press comment on the forti- 
fication of Hawaii is sincere or not it deserves our 
serious consideration. If it is sincere it indicates 
a species of reasoning which the occidental mind 
cannot grasp. If it is not sincere our inference 
must be either that the Japanese press wishes to 
make bad feeling against us or to bluff us with a 
show of hostility. Hither alternative is offensive. 

We have just signed a treaty with Japan under 
the terms of which we have sacrificed our right 
to fortify the Philippines and Guam and retain 
the right to fortify Hawaii. Yet when we investi- 
gate the fortifications of Hawaii and, finding them 
grossly defective, we propose to establish them 
as the Japanese would have them if they owned 
them, we are told we are offending the Japanese. 


On what possible ground are we to receive such a 
complaint? Are we to accept the theory that the 
right to fortify which we reserved is only a right 
to fortify inadequately? 

We think the rumpus of the Japanese press 
over this is either childishly illogical or offen- 
sively impertinent.. Of course our: pacifists will 
take up this comment to*show that we ought not 
to put the Hawaiian base on a proper footing, 
but the better part of our people will find in such 
protests only an indication of the need to keep our 
defenses up, both mentally and materially. We

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THE RODEO IN LONDON AND NEW 
YORK, 


Chicago, May 15.—After all the fuss 
and publicity over cruelty in the rodeo 
at the Wembley show, the net resuit 
was that the management and three cow- 
boys were arrested on the charge of 
cruelty to animals, and the verdict, of 
the trial, which was held after the last 
performance. was “not guilty.” Seven- 
teen judges were on the bench. The 
Wembley show was held in June. 


In October the same management re- 
peated the same show at Madison Square 
Garden, New York. The show ran fif- 
‘teen days without a single arrest and 
no serious accidents to animals. Several 
men were injured. The same manage- 
ment gave two similar shows in New 
York in 1922 and 1923. The Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
caused the arrest of twenty or more 
cowboys in 1922, but all were acquitted 
from charges of cruelty; the judge hav- 
ing reserved judgment until he had wit- 
nessed the show personally. There were 
no arrests last year. 

The controversy as to the alleged 


cruelty in steer roping is based on a le- 
gitimate difference of opinion as to where 
sport ends and cruelty begins. There 
is room for honest difference of opinion. 
I also believe that the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce will not sanction 
any exhibition of brutality or cruelty. 
The rodeo is a genuine American sport,
